e. Group V, claim (s) 115 and 154, drawn to a method of making a 
modified gpl20-gp41 complex, classified in class 435, 
subclass 70.1.

Inventions are 
unrelated if it can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable 
of use together and they have different modes of operation, 
different functions, or different effects (M.P.E.P. § 806.04 and § 
808.01). In the instant case, each of the identified groups is 
directed toward a structurally/ functionally different 
product/composition (e.g., DNA, vectors, cell lines, complexes, 
various vaccine compositions) with different uses. Separate 
searches will clearly be required for each group. Therefore, each 
group is clearly drawn toward a different inventive entity. 

Product and Process of Making 
Inventions IV and V are related as process of making and product 
made. The inventions are distinct if either or both of the 
following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be used 
to make other and materially different product or (2) that the 
product as claimed can be made by another and materially different 
process (M.P.E.P. § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the complex 
can be prepared by a materially different method such as affinity 
purification of each of the individual components followed by 
complex formation. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by 
their different classification, recognized divergent subject 
matter, and require separate searches, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
